After a review of all the evidence, the agent was 


refused a renewal of his license, and an official 
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statement concerning the matter was issued by the 
_ Superintendent, as follows: 

| “Section 60 of the law was enacted to prevént the un- 
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tects the business of companies from raids from ‘unscru- 
pulous agents of cther companies on policies already in 
force, and it also protects the insured from loss which 
inevitably follows the lapsation of insurance in anyj\ 
reputable company. The only one who really gains by 
the process of sh‘fting insurance of some years’ standing 
from one such company to another is the agent, who 15 
making his commission in the transaction. It is ‘con- 
fusing and difficult enough for the ordinary layman to 
come to a conclusion regarding his insurance amid the 
persistent and conflicting advice to which he is subjected 
from resourceful and eloquent agents as soon as ne 
shows the first symptoms of becoming a willing and 
select risk. But when he has solved the problem once 
to his satisfaction and has deliberately chosen his com- 
pany and become insured therein, the least that can 
be asked is that he be left to pay his premiums and 
enjoy his insurance in peace. If, however, this is asking 
too much of an over-zealous agent who, driven by an 
ever-compelling desire to earn a commission, must argue 
and argue with him to change his insurance to the par- 
ticular company he represents, then the least the depart- 
ment can do to help maintain normal conditions in the 
insurance field is to insist in a very positive manner that 
nothing but the unadorned truth will be -tolerated from 
such agents engaged in this so-called ‘readjusting’ busi- 
ness. This it intends to do.” 

While agreeing cordially with the Superintend- 
ent that .nisrepresentations such as those in this 
specific case should be severely punished, we, 
nevertheless, take issue with his statement in a 


number of important points. Section 60 of the 


insurance laws of this State, to which he refers, 
reads as follows: 

“No life insurance corporation doing business in th‘s 
State, and no officer, director or agent thereof shall issue 
or circulate, or caurse or permit to be issued or cir- 
culated, any estimate illustration, circular or statement 
of any sort misrepresenting the terms of any policy 
issued by it or the benefits or advantages promised 
thereby, or the dividends or share of surplus to be re- 
ceived thereon, or shall use any name or title of any 
misrepresenting the true 


policy or class of policies 


nature thereof. Nor shall any such corporation or age .1t 
thereof make any misrepresentation to any person in- 
sured in another company for the purpose of inducing 
or tending to induce any such person to lapse, forfeit, or 
surrender his said insurance. Any violation of this sec- 
tion shall constitute a misdemeanor, and it shall be the 
duty of the Superintendent of insurance to revoke the 
license of the corporation or agent so offending.” 


We are entirely in accord with the spirit of this 


! 
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section. If it had been in force, and enforced, 20 
years ago, it would have saved an enormous 
amount to people who purchased deferred divi- 
dend policies, to say nothing of other forms of mis- 
representations in which agents of that day so 
blithely engaged. The statement, however, that 
“The one who really gains by the practice of shift- 
ing insurance of some years’ standing from one 
such company to another is the agent who is mak- 
ing his commission in the transaction,’ while true 
in most cases, is decidedly untrue in others. Some 
of the worst frauds upon the public in the form of 
“fake” life insurance propositions have been driven 
from New York State during the last few years. 
but there are numerous companies still operating 
in the State the policyholders of which, even 
though they have paid several premiums, migh* 
better themselves by surrendering their policies 
and taking new ones at the highest attained ages 
in any one of a score of companies. What shall be 
said, for instance, of the plight of a man who has 
heen induced to take out a 20-year deferred divi- 
dend policy, on which he has paid, let us say, tea 
premiumis, and who now finds that the company 
insuring him has accumulated practically nothinz 
in the way of dividends and shows no prospect of 
improvement? Another company licensed in New 
York is operated by men who have shown re- 
peatedly that, like the late “Boss” of Tammany 
Hall, they are “working for their pockets all the 
time”; irresponsible, untrustworthy and ethically 
dishonest men, clever enough to keep just withia 
the law. 

Every agent writing any considerable volume ot 
business constantly finds cases of this kind, and, 
all in the day’s work, conscientiously endeavors to 
solve the problem presented to him.

The examiner recommended that tho 
company be compelled to get its records 
im such shape that an accurate amount 
might be apportioned before the next 
dividends were declared. 

Items 25-26: Represent amounts paid 
out to managers of the ordinary and 
accident departments, “in acccrdance 
with their profit sharing contracts." Re- 
garding this matter the report states 
that since the last examination Mr. 
Sheffield’s contract was materially re- 
duced, and the examiner found that the 
amounts paid Mr. Sheffield were within 
the terms of his new contract. 

Referring to Item 1, under “Ledger 
Assets,”’ the report stated that the item 
had been investigated by Judge H. F.

The company had already assured the 
insurance department that the deficiency 
would be made good, and that a suffi- 
cient working surplus would %e sub- 
scribed. The examiner pointed out that 
the industrial department of the com- 
pany had proven extremly mofitable, 
“and while it is being administers’ in an 
expensive manner, it has proven to be 
the one department of the company which 
has paid. * * * The general books of 
this department are kept in good shape, 
but its records for obtaining the reserve 
are verp faulty.’’ The examiner states 
that he informed the companv as to 
the proper manner to keep the records 
of the industrial department. 


The report states that the “cident 
department is ‘“‘to all intents sod pur- 
poses’’ a new department, the ‘:ompany 


having previously written a liability busi- 
ness, which it was compelled by the 
Texas insurance department to discon- 
tinue substituting the accident depart- 
ment therefor. Regarding the accident 
department, the report further states: 
‘“_ * * * it must be remembered that 
the establishment of the agency force 
and the other expenses incident to the 
starting of a new business, wer> experi- 
enced here. The books and records of 
this department are in execellent shape, 
and no difficulty was experienced in ob- 
taining the necessary results.”’ 

Regarding the ordinary dep.i:tment, 
the report says, in part: “This depart- 
ment has been administered in a s'ovenly 
manner. Its books and records are in- 
complete. * * * and I have noticed 
cases on the books where the policy- 
holder is credited with having paid his 
renewal premium, while his first } remium 
still stands open on the books of the 
company. There is no doubt that the 
policyholder settled with the agent for 
his first premium, and ithe company 
should take steps at once to get all. 
moneys which are due from th? agents 
on this account.” 

The general books of the company were 
found to be in poor condition. Regarding 
this matter the examiner said-° 

“The general books of the ccmpany

aminer recommended immediate changes 
in that direction. It was foind that 
risks of $1,000 and under had been passed 
upon without consulting the medical di- 


rector, and that no mortality register had 
been kept in this department; nor had 
any record been kept in the cash books 
of the amounts which had been paid. 

The report calls attention to the fact 
that the president and vice-president, 
both prominent bankers, had devoted 
very little time to the companys inter- 
ests, and had left the management of 
affairs to department heads; “a:.d as a 
result the affairs have aot been ad- 
ministered as they should have been.” 
The examiner further stated that he con- 
sidered it needless extravaganc: to pay 
salaries to officers who wave so little 
time to the company. “As it is run at 
present each department iooks out for 
itself and in some instances there is 
not the most harmonious fe-ling between 
the various department heads.” 

The examiner recommended a new 
form for the minute books of the com- 
pany, which he found very inccmplete. 
He also stated that the agency contracts 
which the company had made in its 
ordinary department were absurd, he 
having found that in one case the com- 
pany paid a commission of 100 ner cent. 
on the first year’s premium to the agent. 
Other contracts were found to be exces- 
sive, although not so high as the one just 
mentioned. 

In concluding, the report states: 

“It will be seen from the foregoing 
that the only department which has paid 
since the company’s organization is the 
industrial department. The projsits from 
this department have supported both 
the accident and the ordinary depart- 
ments. This state of affairs cannot con- 
tinue indefinitely, and unless the com- 
pany makes some retrenchment. I fear 


that no progress will be made.” 


Report of Subsequent Examination by 
Thomas B. Love, Insurance Com- 
missioner of Texas.

“On June 9, 1906, the Continental Life 
Insurance and Investment Company en- 
tered upon a contract with the Western 
Underwriting Association, an Arizona cor- 
poration, appointing the latter as general 
agent of the company for a period of 20 
years, subject to certain limitations speci- 


fied in the contract. The life comnany 
agreed to pay over to the association 
practically the entire loading on policies, 
except payments on advisory board *on- 
tracts and renewal commissions on in- 


vestment bonds, which latter were due to 
}?. B. Locker, under a contract between 
the company and himself. The aszsoci- 
ation, in consideration of the loadin, as- 
sumed the payment of all expenses except 
to policyholders, by the life company, 
from the net premiums collected. 

‘The Western Securities Company. 

“The Western Securities Company re 
ferred to in detail hereinafter, acquired 
control of the Western Underwriting As- 
sociation, by purchase or assignment of 


stock in the latter corporation, ard in 
December, 1907, the stockholders of the 
Western Underwriting Association, who 


neld also a majority control of the West- 
ern Securities Company, requested the 
“fe company to cancel the contract with 


the Western Underwriting Associition, 
and enter upon a similar contract with 
the Western Securities Company, which 


was done, and a new contract entered up- 
Continental Life an] the 
Western Securities Company, under date 
of December 17, 1907, previously referred 
to herein, which contract was dated back 
io June 9, 1906, to cover renewal loading=- 
on busin?ss written by the Western Un- 
derwriting Association. The Western 
Securities Company assumed the indebt- 
edness of the underwriting association. 
“immediately upon closing the contract 
with the Western Underwriting Associ- 
ation in June, 1996, the executive commit- 
tee of the Continental advanced $1,000 
from the funds of the company to the 
Western Underwriting Asociation “to aid 
them in starting their business.’”’ Fur- 
ther sums were advanced in like manner 
previous to December 1, 1906, the total 


/reaching $25,000, and a resolution adopted 


by said executive committee on Decem- 
ber 1, 1906, reads in part as follows: 

“ “Resoived, That $3,500 be appropriated 
to the Western Underwriting Association,

In 
turn the bank held a note of the Western

“This transaction was made in good 
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faith, and the money has remained con- 
tinuously to the credit of the Continental 
Life until recently. However, in the re- 
cent adjustment between the Continental 
and Western Securities, under date of 
January 30, 1909, it was stipulated by the 
latter that the former should pay from 
the first money received from the assets 
delivered to it by the Western Securities 
this note of $23,000, with interest from 
January 1, 1909. 

“In accord with this agreement the Con- 
tinental paid to McCornick & Company, 
bankers, on April 6, 1909, the sum of 
$23,368 interest from January 1, 1909, and 
principal on said note. The payment was 
made promptly to stop interest of $115 
per month. 

“Should the assets turned over by the 
Western Securities Company not tully 
liquidate the indebtedness of the Secur- 
ities Company to the Continental Life at 

ite of transfer, namely, $120,123.26, the 
life company would lose this $23,368, and 
would be placed in the anomalous posi- 
tion of applying $23,368 of its funds to 
the payment of a note given to procure 
money to repay the life company for cash 
advances made by it to an agency com- 
pany; in other words, the original ad- 
vance to the extent of $23,000 would re- 
main unpaid. 

“Western Securities Company. 

“On August 2, 1905, the first general 
agency contract was entered upon be- 
tween the Continental and the Western 
Agency Company, an Arizona corpora- 
tion, by which the latter was appointed 
general agent of the former, and was to 
receive the loadings in return for the 
assumption of certain expenses of man- 
agement. 

“On September 1, 1905, the Western 
Agency Company entered upon a contract 
with the Western Securities Company, 
another Arizona corporation, by which 
‘he former became an agent for sale of 
tte stock of the latter to the public. 
The agency company assigned to the 
securities company 10 per cent. of the 
premiums on life policies written under 
the contract of the former with the Con- 
tinental. It is assumed that dividends oa 
the stock of the securities company sold 
te the public were to come from the 10 
per cent. commissions from the Con- 
tinental. In return the securities com- 
peny was to finance the agency company, 
the funds therefor, being collected from 
the public by the sale of stock in the 
securities company, by the agency com- 
pany, which stock was to be sold in con- 
nection with life insurance in the Con- 
tinental. 

“After discovery of the irregularities & 
the former administration, the interests 
ci the Western Agency Company were 
assigned to the Western Securities Com- 
pany under date of August 30, 1906, which 
interest consisted in the renewal losiings 
of policies written under the contract of 
the agency company with the Continental. 
From these loadings was to be retained 
ty the Continental, the balance due them 
from the agency company. The agency 
company then went out of existence and 
evrrendered its charter. No payments 
Lave been made to the Western Securities 
under this assignment. 

“As previously noted herein, however, 





on June 9, 1906, the Continental closed a 
contract with the Western Underwriting 
Association, appointing the latter general 
agent under conditions somewhat similar 
to the agency of the Western Company, 
which contract was cancelled in Decem- 
ber, 1907. 

“Again on the date mentioned, June 9, 
1906, the Underwriting Associataion en- 
tered into a contract with the securities 
company to act as agent in sale of the 
stock of the latter to the public on 2 
a plan showing some improvement over 
the previous contract between the agency 
and securities companies. The object 
still was for the securities company to 
finance the underwriting association, and 
the former was again to receive i0 per 
eent. of premiums in return.”’ 

The report gives in its entirety the first 
contract of any character between the 
Continental and the Western Securities 
Company, which was entered into upon 
December 17, 1907. We have not space 
to print this contract, but we should be 
glad to advise any of our subscribers re- 
garding its terms, upon request. The 
report then explains how the securities 
company ran behind and tells of its ac- 
cumulated indebtedness to the life insur- 
ance company, such indebtedness being 
$111,919.55 at the end of 1908. 

Owing to the very extraordinary condi- 
tions existing between the securities com- 
pany and the insurance company, ‘“‘and a 
desire being expressed by the Continental 
to have this large indebtedness paid to 
the company, a decision was reached that 
for the mutual advantage of both com- 
panies, the contract should be cancelled 
and the indebtednes thereunder to the 
Continental liquidated. Hence action was 
taken by which said contract was can- 
celled as of February 1, 1909."" The re- 
port states that after the necessary legal 
steps were taken, a complete statement 
of th causes of the cancelation of con- 
tract, etc., was sent out by the securi- 
ties company to its stockholders, under 
date of March 29, 1909. The report states 
that on February 1, 1909, the indebted- 
ness of the securities company to the 
Continental was $120,123.26, and that 
assets were turned over to the Conti- 
nental to secure an ultimate liquidation of 
said indebtedness’’ and to provide for the

payment by the Continental of obligations | 


of the securities company amounting to 
$33,868, making a total of $153,991.26." 
The examiners made a thorough examin- 
ation of the assets, and valued them at 
$163,226.35, the assumed value of the as- 
sets in the transfer having been $217,- 
673.13. The report states that a con- 
servative valuation of the assets by the 
examiners placed them at an amount suf- 
ficient to pay off the indebtedness to the 
Continental and to provide for other pay- 
ments included in the transfer. The re- 
port further stated that at the date of 
the transfer the securities company 
owned 1,618 shares of the stock of the 
Continental, par value $121,350; that after 
the transfer of 490 shares to the Conti- 
nental, those remaining were divided 
among the stockholders of the Western 
Securities Company. The report states 
that on June 14, 1909, there was outstand- 
ing only about 10 per cent. of the stock 
of the Western Securities company, “and 





this will be received by the company ang 
cancelled in the near future. The West- 
ern Securities Company will then go out 
of business and its affairs be closed.” 
Referring to the capital stock of the 
company, the report says: 

“Capital Stock. 

“The stock certificate book, as well as 
the stock ledger and journal, were 
checked in detail and found in excellent 
shape. Receipts, assignments and can- 
celled certificates were found properly 
entered, and the outstanding stock on 
December 31, 1908, was shown to be 2,78, 
shares of par value of $75 each, making 
the liability on this account $208,875, as 
shown by the company’s statement. 

‘“‘When the capital stock was reduced to 
$75 per share, a new stock certificate book 
calling for $75 shares was purchased, end 
stock since said date has been issued on 
this basis. Certificates calling for 57% 
shares, however, are still outstanding, on 
which the par value per share is printed 
as $100. Since the company carries a 
liability on these certificates of $75 per 
share, it is recommended that the sai1 
527 shares be called in and replaced by 
new certificates of $75 per share.”’ 

The report then goes on to speak of 
certain suits of George S. Kimball in con- 
nection with “special” oor “advisory 
board’’ contracts entered into by the 
company with Werner & Kimball during 
its early history. It is believed that these 
suits will not prevail. As already in- 
timated, the company ceased issuing such 
contracts in February, 1906, and before 
the new management assumed charge. 
Regarding this matter the report states: 

“Mr. Kimball was one of the organizers 
of the Western Agency Company, under 
the old management. No other dissatis- 
faction has been expressed by stockhold- 
The stock 
was absolutely valueless three years ago 
and a partial value has been created by 
the new management.” 

Referring to the present management 
of the company, the report states that 
when it took charge the company was in 
a very precarious condition. “Its capital 
stock was impaired, it was tied up with 
contracts which could not be legally can.- 
celled except by the terms thereof, and 
the notoriety occasioned by the actions 
of the former management had to be 
overcome. Further, that no individual 
connected with the present management 
has received any profit whatever from 
these contracts, but, on the contrary, the 
stockholders of the securities company, 
after having succeeded in closing out all 
other contracts without financial loss to 
the Continental, has now cancelled the 
last contract, and accepted thereby a sub- 
stantial reduction of their holdings of 
stock in the Continental. It is not found 
that the interests of policyholders have 
suffered, but that by the rehabilitation of 
the Continental, by which it is now in 
a sound financial condition free from all 
subsidiary corporations, or indebtedness 
therefrom, the policyholders are in a very 
much improved situation than their posi- 
tion three years ago.”’ 

The report shows the company’s finan- 
cial condition on December 31, 1908. The 
figures differ somewhat from those which 
were received by us, but we have not 
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space to print them at this time. 

The report contains comments upon a 
number of the items in the statement, 
and the examiners made the following 
recommendations to the executive com- 
mittee of the company at an informal 
meeting on June 14, 1909: 

‘1, That the company include in the 
statement December 31, 1909, as a liabi’- 
ity, the accrued dividends on participating 
policies. 

“2. That stock certificates calling for a 
par value of $100 per share be called in 
and cancelled, replacing same by certifi- 
cates of $75 per share par value. 

“3. That the loan of the Twin Falls 
Land and Water Company be reduced at 
an early date to $50,000, and be fully 
paid off when due; also that no loans on 
similar security be made in the future, 
and no single loan in excess of $50,000 be | 
made hereafter until the assets exceed 
$1,000,000. 

“4. That within one year from this 





date the company replace its industrial 
stocks by investments of a character gen-— 
erally more favored by insurance depart- | 
ments, and that no collateral loans be | 
made on industrial stocks. 

“These recommendations were made) 
and agreed to by the company, through 
its executive committee, because it was 
believed by all concerned that said 
charges would increase the confidence of 
the public and the insurance departments 
in the financial stability of the company, 
and would, therefore, inure to the benefit 
of the policyholders.”’ 

Next follow letters from the various 
banks certifying as to the accounts of | 
the insurance company at the end of | 
1908. | 

Exhibit “A” in the report is the letter | 
dated March 29, 1909, sent out by the | 
Western Securities Company to its. 
stockholders, explaining in detail the con- | 
tract which the securities company had | 
with the life insurance company and the | 
manner by which the contract should be) 
cancelled. It is too long to print in| 
full. 

All the stockholders of ‘the securities | 
company who owned stock in the Conti- 
nental Life were asked to exchange ‘“‘at 
least 51 per cent. of their respective stock 
holdings in said Continental Life Insur 
ance and Investment Company for stock | 
in this corporation, to the end that this 
corporation should be the owner and 
holder of 51 per cent. of the stock of 
said Continental Life Insurance and In- 
vestment Company issued and outstand- 
ing.”’ 

The letter then goes on to explain how 
the securities company acquired a con- 
trolling interest in the life insurance com- 
pany. By the method employed it acquired 
191 shares in excess of 51 per cent. of 
the life insurance company. 

At a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the Continental Life Insurance ani 
Investment Company held on January 3, 
1909, the following motion was made, 
seconded and unanimously adopted: ‘‘That 
the proposition as made by the Western 
Securities Company be accepted, and that 
the general manager of the company be 
authorized to carry the same into full 
force and effect.’’ 








“On March 19, 1909, at a special meet- 


ing of the board of directors of the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance and Investment 
Company, at ten o’clock A. M., the recom- 
mendations of the executive committee, 
under date of January 30, 1909, were rat- 
ified, adopted and approved.”’ 

The following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted at a special meeting o: 
the board of directors of the Western 
Securities Company held on March 19, 
1909: 

‘“‘Whereas, heretofore this corporation 
has submitted to the Continental Life In- 
surance and Investment Company a prop- 
osition for the cancellation of the contract 
now existing between said Continental 
Life Insurance and Investment Company 
and this corporation; and, 

*“‘Whereas, said Continental Life Insur- 
ance and Investment Company has indi- 
cated and expressed its willingness to 
consummate the cancellation of said con- 
tract upon the terms and conditions re- 
cited in a resolution of the executive com- 
mittee of the board of directors of this 
corporation, the record of which bears 
date January 26, 1909; now, therefore, 
be it 

‘“‘Resolved, that this corporation do ef- 
fect a cancellation of said contract upon 
the terms and conditions set forth in said 
resolution of the said executive commit- 
tee; and be it further 

‘Resolved that the president and sec- 
retary of this corporation be and are 
hereby authorized, instructed and di- 
rected to do all matters and things and to 
execute all papers and instruments of 
every nature and descriptiom4which may 
be deemed necessary to carry this reso- 
lution into full force and effect according 
to intent and purpose, and that the can- 
cellation of said contract, and the adjust- 
ment of the contractual relations between 
said corporations take effect as of Febru- 
ary 1, 1909. 

Also the following resolution was moved, 
seconded and adopted: 

“Be it resolved that all contracts en- 
tered into by the Continental Life In- 


surance and Investment Company, and 


all indebtedness incurred by it in trans- 
acting its business since December 14, 
1907,"" are hereby ratified, approved and 
adopted as binding and conclusive upon 
this corporation as being within the pur- 
view of the provisions of the contract ex- 
isting between this corporation and said 
Continetal Life Insurance and Investment 
bearing date December 16, 1907. 

Also the following resolution was moved, 
seconded and adopted: 

“Be it resolved, that the executive com- 
mittee of this corporation be and they 
are hereby authorized to take all neces- 
sary steps towards and to the end of dis- 
solving and disincorporating the Western 
Securities Company according to law, and 
that thereupon the assets of said cor- 
poration remaining after paying the debts 
thereof be distributed among its stock- 
holders, according to their respective in- 
terests, in the following manner: 

“That the shares of stock of the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance and Investment 
Company owned by this corporation be 
distributed among its stockholders accord- 
ing to their respective interests, except 
that any fractional shares of stock of the 
Continental Life Insurance and Invest- 





ment Company which would be distribut- 
able to the stockholders of this corpora- 
tion under the provisions of this resolu- 
tion be retained by the corporation and 
sold to the best advantage possible, and 
the cash distributed to each of the stock- 
holders of this corporation according to 
their respective interests, and said sec- 
retary is hereby instructed to give no- 
tice to all of the stockholders of this cor- 
poration of the intention to sell said frac- 
tional shares of stock, together with the 
number thereof, and the time and place at 
which sealed bids shall be submitted, to- 
gether with the time and place “vhen 
said bids will be opened, and at the time 
and place so designated for the opening 
of said sealed bids all of the same shall 
be opened tin the presence of all parties 
present, and thereupon the secretary of 
said company may, but shall not be re- 
quired unier the provisions of this reso- 
lution, to sell any of said stock unless in 
his opinion the bids made for the same 
or any portion thereof shall be the reas- 
onable value of the same, but in the 
making of any sales upon said bids the 
same shall be made to the highest pid- 
der; and provided, further, that in the 
event no sales are made under said bids, 
then said secretary may sell at private 
sale any or all of said stock, provided 
he can procure therefor a sum in excess 
of the bids made for the same.

An examination of this Society was be- 
gun early in October, 1908, it being the 
first conducted by the Insurance Depart- 
ment since the Armstrong insurance in- 
vestigation, and the observance by U 
Equitable of the so-called “Armstrons 





criticism. An impairment was shown at 
the end of 1907 and the deficit was due 
mainly to the expense of maintaining its 
industrial business. 

The company advised us under date of 
March 3, 1909, that the assets and exec- 
utive offices were being moved to Tren- 
ton, and that the Trenton people were 
subscribing for enough stock above the 
capital that the Eureka had intact to 
make a paid up capital of $100,000. 

The American Underwriting and FKi- 
nance Company, which was incorporated 
under the laws of Delaware, July 3, 
1908, formerly operated under a comnns- 
sion contract with the Eureka Life act- 
ing in the capacity of general agent ior 
the life insurance company. On March 
8, 1909, the underwriting company ad- 
vised us that it was operating under a 
contract with the Trenton National Life, 
and that its working capital was being 
raised through the issuing of a sort of 
co-operative certificate known as an 
“operation certificate,’’ representing a 
first lien against a certain portion of tlie 
commissions on insurance which may be 
procured by it, as general agents. The 
issue of certificates was $200,000 face 
value, and were to be convertible intvu 
stock after five years; $200,000 of treias- 


ury stock being set aside for that pur- 


pose. 

Our latest advices are that the nego- 
tiations between the Trenton National 
Life and the new management fell 
through, it having developed that the 
company was in a weak condition. Other 
objectionable features were discovered by 
the new management, and under date of 
July 28, 1909, the Insurance Commis- 


sioner of Virginia advised us that the

Decision in Dresser Suit. 

On July 21, 1909, Judge Milton A. Shum- 
way, of the New Haven County Superior 
Court, handed down a decision in the 
case of Charles H. Dresser et al against 
the Hartford Life Insurance Company. 
The decision, separated from the explan- 
ations by the Judge, is as follows: 

“The plaintiffs are entitled to so much 
of the first claim for relief as prays an 
adjudication that when the amount of th: 
face value of outstanding certificates is 
reduced by death, lapse or other causes to 
the sum of $1,000,000 the safety fund is 
to be distributed among the certificate 
holders at that time in proportion to tix 
face value of their certificates. As to 
any other relief under the general prayer, 
it may be said that the time when in the 
natural course of events the amount of 
outstanding certificates will be reduced 
to $1,000,000 is so remote, and that it 
will ever occur is so uncertain, that no 
other relief should be granted at this 
time on the issues now tried.” 

The complaints in the suit allege a 
number of points against the company, 
among which are wrongful diversion and 
use of money, overcollections of money, 
and unnecessary assessments, and also 
asked for a decision when the safety fund 
would be divided among the members, if 
ever, it being claimed that the safecy 
fund should be divided whenever the in- 
surance in the safety fund department is 
reduced to $1,000,000. 

The company’s position in the matter 
is that the safety fund must be dividel 
among the members ‘as is provided in 
the safety fund contract—whenever the 
company fails to pay a death claim in 
full whether it be when the insurance is 
reduced to $1,000,000 or at any other 
time.”’ 


* The decision of Judge Shumway elim- 


inates all of the prayer for relief of 
plaintiffs, except in regard to the matter 
when the safety fund may be distributed 
among the certificate holders. The deci- 
sion does not call for distrinution of the 
safety fund of the company at any defi- 
nite time.

Life Insurance Company,’ the present 
title having been adopted on December 30, 
On July 19, 1909, it advised us that 
it commenced business January 28. 1909, 
and that it had written applications for 
over $5,000,000 of insurance. It transacts 
a life insurance business only, and we un- 
derstand that the full legal reserve is to 
be maintained on insurance written. 

The people who organized this company 
were formerly connected with the Scran- 
ton Life Insurance Company, Scranton, 
Pa., a stock corporation, which started as 
a mutual assessment company. The 
Standard Mutual at present is engaged in 
selling stock, and it includes an option to 
purchase five shares of same for each 
$1,000 of insurance. When the necessary 
amount of capital is paid in, the present 
management will incorporate the Standard 
Life Insurance Company, which will take 
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over the business of the assessment con- 
cern. 

W. E. A. Wheeler, who was connected 
with and very active in the organization 
of the Scranton Life, held the position of 
president during its first few months of 
operation. The company advised us un- 
der date of March 29, 1909, that the 
resignations of Mr. Wheeler as president 
and Dr. H. W. Beauchamp as vice-pres- 
ident had been received by its board of 
directors.

The company sent us a sample copy of 
its 20-payment life guaranteed dividend 
policy, age at issue 35, face value $10,000, 
premium $383.40. The dividends under 
this policy are payable annually upon the 
payment of second year’s and subsequent 
premiums. They are guaranteed as per 











coupons attached to the policy, and all 
surplus accruing to the policy in excess 
of the amount necessary to provide for 
“guaranteed dividends’’ shall be deter- 
mined and apportioned by the company; 
such surplus, together with the ‘“guaran- 
teed dividends,’’ shall be payable in cash, 
or may be applied in one of the various 
options stated in the policy. If at the 
end of any policy year the accumulated 
dividends, together with the cash value 
under the policy, shall equal the ret single 
premium for the insurance at the then 
age of the insured, a paid-up, non-partici- 
pating policy for the full amount will be 
issued. 

The general terms and conditions of the 
policy contract — Death claims are 
payable upon ré@ceipt of satisfactory 
proofs of death. The insurance is grant- 
ed in consideration of the application 
therefor, which is made a part of the con- 
tract. The contract is not binding until 
it is delivered to the insured during his 
lifetime and good health.
